As the year proceeded, the corps stnjggtod to n>eet 
the demands of the academic worl<, of the military 

training, of the companieft! demands, and of tha athlet- 
k: competitions. 

Seldom was there time to let up on the regimen. 
Each cadet is pan of the corps and his success or fail- 
ures effect the the fiow of the year's progress. As the 
months passed. WMA carried on as did ttw saaroh for 
tile new superintendent 

The search ended over the corps' Thanksgiving 
break.

James MacBrayer Sell- 
ers was born a part of the 
academy on June 20, 
1895. in a room located in 
the current Ai0inllii^ltitgSm 
Building. 

From that day, when 
his father was superinten- 
dent. Sellers began the 
process of carrying on tt>e 
WMA image outlined in 
the cadet prayer.

Sellers became a cadet 
at WMA in 1907 and grad- 
uated from the academy 
In1912. 

As a student at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, he was 
a University Marshal and 
a member of Beta Theta 
PI. He was elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa his junior 
year and graduated 
surnma eum laude fn 



1917. 

"... Direct our fives Into 
the paths of service, and 
inspire us witti courage to 
s^nd by our convictions 
even h the hgtt^^tfiSBr 
ordeath." 

He responded to a 
Marine Corps commissioo 
at Quanttco, Virguiia. offi- 
cers training. 

In early 1918, he sailed 
to France as a platoon 
leader in the Sixth Marine 
Regiment of the Second 
Division. 

On June 6, 1918. he 
was seriously wounded In 
the engagement of the 
war at Belleau Woods 

Later he participated in 
major engagements at St. 
Mihiel. Mont Blanc, and 
the Argonne as a compa- 
ny commander. 

For his bravery in 
action, he was decorated 
with the Distinguished 
Service Cross, the Navy 
Cross, the Silver Star, the 
Purple Heart, the World 
War I Victory Medal with 
four t)attie stars, and the 
French Cruix de Guerre. 

In 1945, Sellers retired 
from the Marine Reserves 
as a lieutenant colonel.

In 1920, Sellers 
returned to WMA where 
he served as comman- 
dant until 1933. as super- 
intendent until 1960, and 
as president until his 
death this fall. 

Of his 70 years with the 
academy, he llteratly influ- 
enced thousands of 
young men. As an active 
teacher, he completed his 
final class just one month 
before his 95th birthday 
this year. 

"... Let laughter live 
within our souls; but 
enable us to sympathize 
with suffering and grief: 
and may we be always 
ready to defend ffm nmak 
and oppressed." 

Sellers's community 
service included active 
involvement in Frema- 
sonary where he served 
as a Past Master of the 
Lexington Lodge. Past 
Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandary of 
MIssourt, AF&AM. 

He was also involved m 
his church, the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Lex- 
ington, as a choir mem- 
ber, Sunday School 
teactiar. deacon and

He served as a lifetiine 
member and a past presi- 
dent of the Lexington 
rum>ers Club. 

" ... Make us physically

Many people loved and 
respected Col James 
MacBrayer Sellers not lor 
j jst his own accomplish- 
ments, which he had 
many, but (or the kind of 
i erson he was. Sellers 
could truly be described 
as an officer and a gentle- 
nan. 

He always was willing 
;o help another person 
out. putting them in front 

of himself. 

This is a man who was 
a true cadet himself, ar>d 
set the standards for 
cadets to lOilow looking to 
'lim as a model. 

Sellers lived the spirit of 
the cadet prayer and may 
a little of it always be with- 
in the cadets who follow.
